some that I've had to face already. 

I've dealt with full-time professionals all my 
life: now I'm faced with the situation where my 
players are part-time, and in some cases, even 


semi-part-time. 

For example, we had the 
case where we had ar- 
ranged to play St George in 
a pre-season friendly re- 
cently, as a final warm-up 
before we began the PSL 
season last Sunday. 

T had selected my Saet 
of 16 players, and "t 
forget there are two goal- 
keepers out of that 16. On 
the afternoon of the match, 
when the nee reported 
at 1:45, I had Andy Scott, 
our centre-forward, out wi- 
th a cartilage injury, Hous- 
seini and Jennings tad 
k itis, and Jimmy Ziros 
al beer sick meal the 
night. So I, as the coach, 
had to face a very sticky 
situation. 

This was one of the first 
things I was taught as a 
coach by Walter Winter- 
bottom and Jimmy Hogan, 
who was a great Hungarian 
coach in the "30s and "40s. 

The first quality a coach 
must have is organisation. 
Another quality, equal in 
importance, is improvisa- 


tion. 

Here I had 12 players, 
including two goalkeepers. 
I didn't want to do an inju- 
stice to St George, who 
very kindly offered to play 
a friendly match against us, 
‘so we went ahead. 

What I had to do, very 
quickly, was pick my team, 
pay full-backs up-front and 
forwards at the back, and 
unfortunately we had to 
play young Murray Town- 
send who had played in the 
second grade match be- 
forehand, so basically he 
had played for nearly three 
hours, which was a marvel- 
lous gesture from the kid, 
and one which I really ap- 
areal also two other 

yys from the second grade 
match were substitutes, and 
we even had to borrow a 
player called Raul Carrizo, 
who I believe was a favou- 
rite with Pan Hellenic many 
years ago and has been 
playing in a German reg- 
tonal league for quite some 
time. He did well consider- 
ing he'd had a massive 
lunch and only came to 
WATCH the game, but 
found himself playing out- 
side-left! 

The two young boys did 


well, and I put another 
young substitute on in the 
second half (then I brought 
him off again — but that 
was part of the game). 

As the rain poured down 
in Sydney for two days be- 
fore the match (very 
uncharacteristic to the 
country at this time), the 
game was quite rightly swit- 
ched from the main 
stadium to one of the train- 
ing pitches. 

must stress here that St 
George have got marvel- 
lous facilities. I can’t speak 
pencrallys because I 
aven’t had the benefit of 
experience of Australian 
clubs to do so, but if every 
club has the facilities of St 
George, then Australian 
Soccer is well on the way to 
becoming a force in the 
world. This is a football 
stadium in every sense of 
the word! 

I was pleased with the 
work-out of the players: 
We were winning 2-0, and 
winning comfortably, and 
St Gears pulled back 
quite well to draw two- 
each. I felt that if the game 
had gone much farther, 
possibly we could have 
won. I was pleased with my

While we are encouraging the TV stations to 
put Soccer on the air, many European countries 
are fighting to take it off the small screen, Why? 

The answer is simple. The European experi- 
ences are based on numbers which are not 
wrong. For television to keep spectators at home 
watching the game it has to keep them out of the 
grounds! 

Many experts blame this for the low takings 
and the bad financial situation of many clubs. 
The money the clubs are taking as fees from the 
television stations for rights to cover the games 
are far less than the ticket sales they lose. 

This is not going to happen here, because 
Channel 0-28 will cover the Philips competition, 
but not live. 

It will be served “frozen” every Friday, when 
the games will be forgotten, at an unsuitable 
time and, most importantly, two days after 
screening international Soccer- which means 
that in our country we will be seeing overseas 
games first and our's last. 

If Channel 0-28 wants to do the job, it has tc 
be done properly, by screening the same day, 
live or not, Sydney james to Melbourne, and 
Melbourne games to Sydney. This way the clubs 
have nothing to lose. 

Or -by screening PSL games the same night, 
or the next day, Otherwise they will dig a hole in 
water, drowning the public's money and time 

Is the time dedicated to Soccer on Channels 
0-28, 2 and 7 enough for Australian fans? 
According to _ statistics provided by the Italian 
sporting paper “La Gazzetta dello Sport’, Aus+ 
tralian Soccer fans are watching many more 
hours of Soccer every week than other top 
European Soccer nations and England. 

In Australia, Channels 7, 2 and 0-28 screen 
weekly six hours of Soccer with the minimum of 
cost. In comparison we set out the following 
table: 

Italy: two channels, 13 hours 30 minutes, cost 
$2.3 million 

Belgium: two channels, 2 hours, cost $100,000. 
France: two channels, 2 h, 30 min, cost 
$900,000. 

Germany: one channel, 1h, 20 min, cost $3 
million. 

Holland: one channel, 1 h, 30 min, cost 
$555,000. 

Spain: one channel, 50 min, cost $2.5 million. 
Switzerland: three channels, &h, 15 min, cost 
$220,000. € 

England: two channels, 3 h, 30 min, cost $5 
million.

MARCONI LEOPARDS v PRESTON RAMS

Preston Rams second outing in the 
Philips League should be a pointer to their 
future in the top Australian football com- 
petition. Last year Marconi warmed up te 
the seasons proceedings with a 9-0 win over 
the league newcomers, Blacktown 
Demons. 

This year it is Preston's turn to visit- 
Bossley Park, and, coincidentally, in the 
second round. While I feel that Preston has 
much better credentials than Blacktown 
had at the corresponding time last year, I 
must admit that I fear for the Rams, 

Much will depend on the ability of the 
visitors to keep the game tight for the first 
half hour and break up Marconi’s pattern 
of lightning raids. Once the speed is 
nulified, Marconi often get into all sorts of 
trouble, and inevitably try to break 
through the densest part of the park — 
through the middle. 

‘The result is sometimes a tame draw or 
even an unexpected loss.
